with a shock to him, the more so asa
without doubt he thoroughly belleves
in his own profession of Christianity
and morality.
Had there been such a public senti-
ment 8o freely expressed, during the
time when Mr. Rockefeller was put-
ting Into effect the machinery through
which he has heaped up such a tre-
mendous  fortune, It is within the
bounds of possjbility that he never
wonld bave followerd the course that
he did. Tt was because that he re-
malned réspected and admired by the
peaple within the Immediate clrcle of
his acquaintance; it was because there
was a show of reason to himself in
the view that the attacks on him Jid
not represent any sound publie sentl-
ment, that he was able 'o treat those
attacks with disdain., He was recog-
